The applicant has overcome the objection to the drawings under 37 CFR 1.83(a) by 
designating figure 1 as -Prior Art--. The objection to the drawings under 37 CFR 1.83(a) is 
withdrawn. 

The applicant has overcome the rejection of claim 10 under 35 USC 1 12, second 
paragraph by amending claim 10.

The instant invention is deemed to be directed to an unobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in U. S. Patent No. 5,891,505 to Schuman et al. The improvement comprises 
the second pressure changing device changing the pressure in the pressure vessel from the 
intermediate pressure state that is substantially above atmospheric pressure to the other one of 
the two pressure states for the purposes of reducing the size and cost of the high pressure 
pressing device.
